Radio Sports Game

THIS TIME ITS OUR TURN ! 


In September 1989, jnternational radio sports history was 
made. U.S. Amateurs operated in a radio sports campe- 
tition on Soviet soll: 7 
Now it’s our turn! On May 30 through Junie 1, 1991 ‘the 
second Sister Cities radio sport competition’ will take 
place...this time in the U.S.! 


Amateurs from the USSR, Japan, Canada and the U.S. 
will be in Oregon. Planned events include an assault on 
the world's high speed CW receiving record!.. 


The DFing test will be held in the Hoyt Arboretum within 
Portland's Forest Park, the largest wilderness area within 
any U.S. city. The GW réceiving portion will culminate at 
the SEA-PAC convention in Seaside just 2 blocks from the 
historic Pacific ocean end of the Oregon Trail. In addition 
weil have international competition in CW sending and 


pileup copying. 


The HF operating event is unique in its effort to provide a 
“level playing field’ for the on site competitors. Team 
U.S.S.R., team Japan, team Canada and the two U.S. 
teams will operate a station for one hour. They will then 


-have one hour in between each rating segment to move 


to a new station. 


HF competition on SSB and CW will begin on May 31 at 
1900 UTC. It will continue for the five enne-hour segments 
until the conclusion at 0500 UTC, June 1 (operating 00- 
2100Z 00-2300Z 00-0100Z 00-0300Z and 00-0500Z.All 
teams will carry with them a one-by-two-letter “7° call 
followed by the three letter contest designator /FRG 
(such as \'V7** /FRG). 


The on-site competitors will operate 80-10 meters (no 
WARC bands), SSB and CW, single transmitter. The CW

SPOTLIGHT ON A HAM 
WHISKEY SEVEN HOTEL PAPA INDIA 


Don Berger, W7HPI, has had a career in radio communications which began in 1939 when, at the age of 19, he was 
employed by the Mutual Don Lee radio station KHJ In Los Angeles where he worked with the station engineer W6UP. 
This association was a stimulus for Don, who could already copy 15 WPM Morse code, to become a ham. 


In August 1940 Don enlisted in the Army Signal Corps and was soon sent to Manila, P.1. His duty as a radioman started 
afew months later as a high speed code operator and he was the operator on duty In Manila at the time of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor and soon received direct word from Hawaii of that 
attack. The attacks on the Philippines began a few hours afterward at dawn. 


Six months later Don was captured by the Japanese and confined toa POW 
camp in the Philippines until August 1944 and then was transferred to a 
prison camp ata copper mine ina remote area of Northern Japan. It was not 
until a month after the armistice in 1945 that 87-pound Don Berger and his 
fellow prisoners could be rescued by U. S. forces. 


Don re-enlisted in the Army in 1946 and much of his service in the next few 
years was with the Armed Forces Radio Service in Los Angeles, in Europe, 
and Inthe Far East. While stationed In Germany he held the call sign DL4SE. 
Following discharge from the Army Don and his wife Jean decided to make 
their home in Oregon and he was employed by the corps of Engineers until 
his retirement in 1967. They now live in Cornelius. 


Don was first licensed In 1949 as W6HPI and then In 1950 as W7HPI. His 
interest and activities in amateur radio cover many areas, but particularly DX and radio propagation. Amember of DXCC 
for many years, he now has 276 countries to his credit. As a student of radio propagation he has maintained records 
of solar activity on a daily basis for the past 19 years and the graphs and charts that he has of this clearly demonstrate 
the ‘ups and downs’ of the solar cycles.

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Ham News Briefs 


Packet Operat ld Face FCC Fine 

An amateur packet message addressed to "ALL USA" has resulted in threepacket operators receiving notices of 
apparent liability from theFederal Communications Commission, and in notices of apparent violationfor several 
more.J.J. Freeman, engineer in charge at the FCC's Norfolk Office of theField Operations Bureau, on January 25 sent 
the notices of apparentviolation to some ten BBS operators. "I have received a report,"Freeman wrote, “that indicates 
you may have operated your amateur radiostation ... in violation of Section 97.1 13(1) of the Commission'sRules."It 
appears (Freeman says) that you used the Amateur Radio Service tofacilitate the business activity of The Coalition to 
Stop U.S.Intervention in the Middle East." 


Shortly thereafter, according to Freeman, $300 notices of apparent liability were sent to WA3QNS, the originator of the 
message, to N3LA,the first bulletin board on which the message allegedly appeared, andto KJ4LQ, operator of the 
packet BBS from which FCC allegedly obtainedthe message. 


The offending message, originated by WA3QNS and relayed by a number of BBSs in early January, asked recipients 
to phone a "900" number to“tell Bush ‘NO WAR.” The message also gave an address in New York Cityfor the Coalition, 
as well as a regular phone number and a FAX number."A record of each call, by area and region, will be taken with 
thepetitions to Washington,” the message said. 


The packet message “was defective on two counts,” Executive VicePresident Dave Sumner writes in March QST. By 
promoting a "900" numberthe message facilitates business activities, and having nothing to dowith Amateur Radio the 
message fails to qualify as an informationbulletin — thus making it “broadcasting,” Sumner said in an editorial. 


BBS operator Tom Clark, W3IWI, was one of those to receive the Freemanietter. “The implications of the action ... are 
absolutely appalling,"Clark says. "What is implied is that each and every station in astore-and-forward network is 
responsible for the actual message contentpassing through each node. The BBSs were cited because their calls werein 
the message header ‘audit trail.’ 


‘The FCC's action," says Clark, “states that each BBS SYSOP is personally responsible for the ‘correctness’ of all 
messagespassing through his system." In his QST editorial, Sumner notes the ongoing refinement of guidelinesfor 
automatic control of packet radio, and the FCC's apparent "backing away" from an understanding in effect since 1986. 


The editorial is firm in its support for “downstream” packet operators;the League's belief is that the Commission does 
not intend thatindividual BBS operators “put their licenses on the line for somethingover which the Commission has 
acknowledged they have no control."The editorial does, however, suggest that the packet community “takeheed and 
pay more attention to the appropriateness of 'broadcast'packet traffic." 


FCC engineer Freeman's notice of apparent violation orders a writtenreply, within ten days, to “fully explain the circum- 
stances of thisviolation,” and to “specifically describe the action taken to correctand to prevent recurrence of this 
violation."Copies of the notices of apparent liability were not available at presstime. 


80 Meter Novice Band Is Moving 
The 80-meter Novice band will move on March 16, to 3675-3725 KHzHigher-class licensees should rememberthat their 
power limit in this range is also 200 watts output. 


ARRL Membership Count Rebounds 

The numbers are in, and the League's membership is rebounding fromthe inevitable drop following a dues increase 
(which occurred lastApril, the first increase in eight years). Overall, League membershipdropped 2.4% in 1990 (but just 
1.6% among full members). At the end of 1990 total members-plus- subscriptions stood at 149,951. 


A reciprocal operating agreement has been signed between Thailand andthe United States. The agreement became 
effective Dec. 15, 1990, aftermore than two years of negotiations, and Is the first such for Thailand(Spain and Chile also 
are seeking reciprocal agreements with Thailand).According to the Radio Amateur Society of Thailand (RAST), 
licenseswill be issued “on an equal status basis, and according to the nationalamateur radio regulations (1987), and only 
club station operation willbe permitted for the HF bands.”

frequencies are a 25 KHz segment, 25 to 50 KHz above 
the lower end of each band. Phone operation will be 
3.775-3.925, 7.150-7.250, 14.200-14.300, 21.300-21.400 
and 28.400-28.500. 


World wide hams will compete for awards and certifi- 
cates. Classes are either single operator, single transmit- 
ter or multioperator, multitransmitter class. Work stations 
once per band /mode (CW,SSB). Exchange signal report 
and serial number starting with 001. Score one point per 
QSO with the same country, two points for the same 
continent, different country and three points for different 
continent. Score 50 points for contacts with team stations 
(W7**/FRG). CW contacts are double. 


Multipliers are U.S./VE/JA call areas, DXCC countries, 
and team stations per band/mode. Final score is the 
QSO points times multipliers. All logs must be post- 
marked on or before August 1, 1991 and sent to FARS at 
P.O.Box 13344, Portland, OR 97213.
